while three routes will be surveyed, 
the one in which they are particu- 
larly interested ia l^o be ignored. 
Work was begun at Bucyrus and one 
route will be surveyed from San- 
dusky to Portsmouth, one from San- 
dusky to Cincinnati aud one from 
Toledo to Cincinnati. The prelimi- 
nary report made to the war depart- 
ment a year or BO ago by govern- 
ment engineers spoke of the route 
from Cleveland to Marietta with 
great favor and|the cost of oonBtruct- 
a canal on that line would be in- 
deed trivial in comparison with the 
expense of following either of the 
other proposed routes.

WHO DOES THE LYING ? 


A really interesting question in 


morals is presented by the Filipino 
•war. As is well known, on the opt 
break of the trouble, this govern- 
ment took possession of the cable 
stations and censored all me 
that passed between the islands and 
this country. Having thus assumed 
all authority for what news could be 
transmitted, the government became 
in a manner 
responsible for the 


character and 
reliability of that 


news. It is an easy observation that 
the character IB not above reproach, 
while the quality of reliability is 
utterly absent. The interesting ques- 
tion to which we allude then is, Is 
the lying that is undoubtedly being 
done by the minions of government 
done in their oflicial capacity and 
under instruction, or simply as pri- 
vate Individurvlb? The latter alter- 
native can scarcely be possible since 
the very nature of a censorship im- 
plies that no news which the author- 
ities regard as against the public in- 
terest shall be transmitted. It be- 
comes apparent then that tho gov 
ernment is, by consent, at least re- 
sponsible for the quality of the mat- 
ter we have had from the Philip- 
pines. It may not, among everyday 
sort of plain people be thought 
-very inspiring position for a gren. 
nation to be regarded as a common 
liar, but we have gone into imperial- 
ism and expansion, the first require- 
ment of which is a magnificent con- 
tempt for any such plodding thing 
as truth. But can an untruthful 
nation, anymore than an untruthful 
man, escape the penalty for that 
commandment which 
aays, thou 


shall not lie?

One of the difficulties that wilj be 


overcome by the new exchange, Is 
that caused by subsciibers"neglecting 
to ring off. Two. men will finish 
their conversation, hang

the 


receivers, and forget to ring off. 
Some one calls, up one or both and 
Uieliuesare reported to be in use, 
vfbeD in fact they are not. Then 
somebody gets .mad and abuses "Cen- 
tia\" when she is not to blame. 
Under tue new system, the moment 
a subscriber hangs up his receiver, 
be liogs off and the operator knows 
that i'e is through talking. 


Another' thing that 
has caused 


much profanity is where subscribers 
are cut off while talking. This is 
caused, not by "central," but by 
accidental touching of wires, when 
some one else ringa off. This will 
be practically done away with, by the 
new exchange. 
Hereafter too, when 


a line is in trouble it will be 
registered automatically at the ex- 
change. It will not be necessary for 
subscribers to call up the exchange 
to notify them of trouble. 


In short, the Central Union com- 


pany are arranging to give an ideal 
service to Portsmouth people. While 
transferring the exchange they must 
a*k the indulgence of their patrons; 
with the assurance that it will only 
oe for a few days.

flu Ordinance to Regulate tne 


Removal of'Garbaae witn- 
in tne Gityoi Portsmouth 


OWo. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council o£ the 


City of Portsmouth, as (olioWE: 


SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful 


for any person to deposit jipon any street, 
alley, side-walk, wharf, landing, or other 
public place within the City of Portsmouth, 
any manure, slops, tree trimmings, ashes, 
cinders, waste, animal, vegetable or mineral 
matter, rubbish, offal, or tilth of any de- 
scription whatever, except as herein pro- 
vided, and all of the foregoing articles, mat- 
ters nnd things enumerated and included in 
the above classification, are hereby desig- 
nated in the above classification and shall 
be known as Garbage. 


BECTI -N 2.' That all structures or prem- 


ises having access to side or back alleys, 
shall use the aanie lor the deposit of gar- 
bage as herein provided, and all structures 
or oreraises,' not having access to side or 
back alleys, shall use the streets for the de- 
posit of garbage as herein provided; -manure 
f.hB'1 be deposited in separate, suitable and 
sufficient receptacles provided for that pur- 
pose, placed adjoining the premises from 
which it is cast, and which shall not oc- 
cupy moie ihan two (2) feet in width of tbe 
alley, and where there is no alley, then 
upon the street or pavement, whichever is 
most practical immediately adjoining the 
gut er and occupyine not more than two 
(2) feet in width of said street or pavement. 
All other garbage shall be placed in suitable 
and sufficient receptacles which shall not 
be less than eighteen (18) inches or more 
than twenty four (24) inches wide and not 
less than twenty four incbea high and three 
(3) feet long one side of which shall be cut 
down at least half way and which shall be 
placed as herein provided for receptacles for 
manure; provided howevf-r, that persona 
occupying premises abutting on the paved 
streets, who must under this ordinance, use 
the sidewalks of said streets for the deposit 
of garbage, shall be required to deposit the 
same 
in 
snfncient water 
ti^ht 
metal 


receptacles, which faid receptacles shall be 
p'aced 
on said streets 
each 
mornin?, 
except Sunday, before 8 o'clock a. m. and 
removed 
therefrom 
on or before 11:30 


o'clock a. m whether tbe contractor has 
removed the garbage therefrom or not; 
provided, however, that ashes and cinders 
from manufactories and the refuse from the 
manufactured products may be pi;ed on the 
public placts herein before designated for 
immediate removal, and shall be removed 
by the operators of said manufactories at 
their own expense 
SECTION 3. The City is hereby divided 


into Districts for the removal of garbage, 
which districts are co-extensive with the 
wards of the City, and the City Council, 
through the Street Committee, shall employ 
a suffi cient number of persons, not exceeding 
one for each district, to remove the garbage 
therefrom. 
Snch',employees s=hall be under 


the immediate supervision of the Street Com- 
mittee. 
SECTION 4. Any person who 
shall 


violate 
any of the provisions of 
this 


ordinance, made unlawful, shall 
upon 
conviction thereof be fined in any sum 
not less than One Dollar (100) and not 
more than Fifty Dollars, (5000) and costs 
of prosecution. 
SECTION 5. That an ordinance entitled 


an "Ordinance to Kegnlate the Removal 
of Garbage within the City of Portsmouth" 
passed April 1. 1896, and an 
ordinance 


entitled an "Ordinance to Provide for the 
Provisions of a Street Department" passed 
by the City Council July 1, 1807, be, and 
the same as hereby repealed. 
SECTION 6 This ordinance shall tate 


effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and due publication thereof.
